Therefore 
the panels are not very stron gl y locked and can easily drift vertical. The spacers do not extend 

fully to the top of the pan el and a separate cover stri p is inserted into the joint.. The spacer 
does not give a precise heiRht position and it is not intended for sealing panels with a 
chamfer. — 

— Furthemiore from the patent application US 4,599,841 a spacer for panels fitted with 
grooves is known, which is T-shaped and holds lateral clamping webs with coarse retention 
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teeth upwards and downwards- T herefore they only tak e a coarse height position. The vertical 
part of the spacer does not fill the chamfers of the panel, — 

— From the European patent application BP 1 146 182 A2 joint spacers with clamping webs 
on both sides are known w^hich support coarse retention lamellas> By this, the spacer has an 
imprecise height position and the floor gets uneveniiess. The spacers do not extend fully to 
the top of the panel and a separate cover strip is inserted into the joint. —
